Editorial. 

The following is an editorial in last 
week's " Electrical World and Engineer" 
(New York) : - " During the past few 
months several important papers have 
been read by American electrical en- 
gineers before the Canadian Society of 
Civil Engineers. Why such a body 
should have been chosen instead of the 
American Inst, of Electrical Engineers as 
a medium of communication with the 
electrical engineering profession, it is 
difficult to fathom. Can it be that for 



some occult reason the practice of theatre 
folks in avoiding urban publicity for the 
trial performance of a play is extending 
to the technical field? " 

We only refer to the matter because so 
many McGill professors, graduates and 
students are interested in this society. 

In the first place the name " Civil " is 
generic, the society being made up of 
several sections. The papers referred to 
were read before the Electrical Section, 
on a subject which had been decided 
upon some months before. 

Inthesecond place there is no reason 
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why an Americas engineer cannot be 
invited to Montreal tospeak on aspecilled 
subject, and is is rather to the credit of 
President Owens that he was able to ob- 
tain such eminent speakers. 

The editorial is unfair both to the 
society and to the gentlemen who ad<- 
dressed it ; it is strange that a reliable 
paper like the " Electrical World " should 
make such choleric remarks without 
knowing the facts of the case. 



Last week both our teams were away 
trying their luck and measuring their 
prowess with Ontario Clubs. That the 
test has apparently resulted unfavourably 
for the McGill men should not be too 
much of a disappointment. We must re- 
member that both the Toronto and Haw- 
Kesbury teams have already played seve- 
ral games in which the players have had 
an opportunity to know each other and de- 
velop some thoroughly consistent combi- 
nation, whereas the McGill teams were un- 
der the great disadvantage of playing toge- 
ther for the first time, An excellent sign 
too, is the confidence which our fellows 
seem to have in themselves, as a result 
of last week's games. And <ll who saw 
these games are united in declaring that 
our teams were certainly equal to their 
opponents if not somewhat superior and 
that all that is necessary to insure future 
success is a steady, systematic course of 
practising, which shall develop closer 
combination and a little more endurance. 
To accomplish this we have now a long 
and splendid opportunity. The manage- 
ment w T ill undoubtedly take every advan- 
tage they may find for perfecting the two 
teams, and we may expect by the time 
the home games are to be played that our 
" hockey-heroes " will be quite prepared 
to carry off the palm of victory. 

MONTREAL SYMPHONY OR- 
CHESTRA CONCERTS. 

Anything likely to arouse attention 
and to secure the continuance of the 
admirable Symphony concerts de- 
serves hearty encouragement, and, 



therefore, we welcomed the announce- 
ment, which may, and we hope will, 
bring good results. 

Patrons of these concerts will en- 
dorse the views of the management, 
that the concerts in the previous years 
did not always receive the attention 
they deserved. The financial condi- 
tion was anything but satisfactory, 
notwithstanding the liberal donations 
of patr6ns. 

But the concerts apparently have 
taken a new lease of life, w r ith their 
removal from the Windsor Hall to the 
Academy. The forward movement to 
''fresh woods and pastures new" was 
just what the Society required. 

The season opened more \ hopefully 
than any we have ever known. Mr. 
F. Veitch, the new manager, was 
working away with all possible vig- 
our at his schemes, for making the 
concerts the greatest success possible, 
and it is to be hoped that the new ar- 
rangements will lead to a better state 
of things. 

The acoustic qualities of the Aca- 
demy are quite satisfactory, and mu- 
sical performances on such important 
scales as the Symphony concerts are 
quite possible in it, though, of 
course, a Concert Hall of the right di- 
mensions, proper acoustics, a plat- 
form for orchestra, chorus and organ, 
comfortable seats, would bo more 
suitable. 

Montreal hardly gets the credit it 
deserves as a capital Where music is 
cultivated, but, in fact, there is a 
•rreat deal of musical activity here, 
as was proved by the large audience 
assembled in the Academy last 
month. 

Their warm appreciation should en- 
courage Mons. Goulet, the members 
of the orchestra and every one con- 
cerned in tne enterprise, to make 
fresh endeavours and bring before the 
musical public well prepared works, 
old and new. 

The orchestra, though far from per- 
fect, is full, well-balanced, and quite 
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fair in quality of tone, and in simple 
justice to Mons. Goulet, to acknow- 
ledge the immense pains he has tak- 
en to produce such effective results as 
on the 27th of November.

What "dirty work' 5 appeared 
may very well be attributed to the unnu- 
sual smallness of the rink which makes 
it almost impossible to play a clean, fast 
game, Until the Toronto people realize 
this and build a new rink of respectable 
dimensions they will never know what 
a really fine game of hockey is like. 

Play opened with a vigorous attack by 
the Torontonians. As a result they scored 
the first point within too minutes. How- 
ever McGill soon evened up and the 
score kept see-sawing until it stood threo 
all after about 20 minutes, Then Toronte 
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rushed matters and scored four goals in 
rapid succession. They showed great 
readiness in taking advantage of any 
openings allowed them. McGill, on the 
other hand missed several chances to 
score through being over eager and in too 
much of a hurry to shoot. Just before 
half timeMcCallum tallied one for McGilh 
making the score, seven to four in favour 
of Toronto. 

McGill had decidedly the better of the 
second half, but they were unable to pull 
down the big lead which Toronto had 
obtained. Dillabough scored first game 
in the second half for Toronto, then the 
next three games went to McGill' in th© 
fastest and most exciting part of the 
match. With a few minutes to play 
Gilbert succeeded in putting in another 
for Toronto making the final score nine 
to seven. 

For Toronto Gilbert undoubtedly did 
the best work scoring five out of the nine 
games. Evans at point'also did some 
very good work and McLaren did valuable 
service between the posts- The McGill 
forwards, although they managed to hold 
out pretty well, showed that a little more 
practice would not do them any harm 
They have the elements of good combi- 
nation play, but this was spoilt by the 
condition of the ice, which had been 
skated on all afternoon, and had not sin- 
ce been flooded. Drinkwater played a 
steady and effective game throughout, 
<Hlmourwas very closely watched and 
got very few chances, however he mana- 
ged to score three goals two of them after 
very nice individual rushes. The defen- 
ce worked well, both point and cover 
clearing in good style and making some 
excellent rushes. 5 Lindsay in goal played 
a very serviceable game.

The rink was large and the Lee good, 
considering all the water has to be brought 
in pails from a pump outside. The light- 
ing however was poor. For the first few 
minutes McGill seemed nervous, but 
presently they settled down and in ten 
minutes Healy scored the first game. 
This w T as quite a surprise to the support- 
ers of the home team who had expected 
a walkover. The play improved con- 
siderably and in five minutes Richards 
scored again. The teams seemed about 
evenly matched and each goal keeper 
was called on to stop several hot shots. 
Presently Doyle for the home team sent 
one to Brooks which he failed to nego- 
tiate, making the score 2 — 1 for McGill. 



Five minutes later he repeated the fcrfek 
and evened the score. McGill made a 
good rush and Richards shot the puck 
striking the net and bouncing out again. 
The umpire failed to see it, but after a 
short discussion the game was allowed 
Hawkesbury then scored again and two 
minutes before half time Price got in one 
for .McGill making the score 4—3 for the 
College. 

Second Half. 

During the second half the McGills lack 
of condition began to tell. Brooks made 
several difficult stops but the Hawkesburv 
forwards were too good for our defence 
and scored twice in the first six minutes. 
McGill made several rushes and got in 
some dangerous shots but as a rule the 
forwards failed to follow up or keep their 
positions. In ten minutes Doyle again 
scored for Hawkesburv. Score 6—4. 

For the next twelve minutes neithe 
side scored, tho- Brooks for McGill was 
called on to stop some very hard shots. 
McGill however also made a number of 
strong rushes Two minutes before time 
Doyle scored again. With one minute to 
play someone got hurt and the referee 
blew the whistle. The crowd, thinking 
the game was over, rushed on the ice. 
For a few minutes there was confusion 
but it was decided to finish out the game 
and the ice was cleared. Hawkesburv 
made a rush. Donis got the puck and 
scored in thirteen seconds, making the 
final score 8 — 4 in favor of the home 
team. 

The match on the whole was a good 
one for the spectator. Both teams showed 
considerable speed at times, and the game 
was fairly clean, though towards the 
middle of the second half there was some 
pretty free tripping in which both teams 
were equally the offenders. 

Brooks' game in goal was praised on 
all sides. Of the McGill forward line 
Richards was undoubtedly the best 
Gurd followed up well but frequently 
forgot to pass at the right moment. Price 
and llealy both played good games. All 
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the forwards, however, showed a tend- 
ency to bunch together and failed to keep 
their positions. 

Hawkesbury put up a good game 
throughout, though they showed consi 
derable improvement in the second half. 
Their combination was good, and they 
often managed to elude the Mc(iill defence 
which was frequently too far out. Their 
team was also in better condition, and 
showed the effects of more practice. 

At no time, however, was the match 
one sided, and considering that our team 
has had hardly a single practice together, 
they did remarkably well. Judging from 
the snowing they made they should be 
able to press the first team hard or should 
they meet Hawkesbury again later in the 
season, as seems likely, if is probable that 
there would be a different result to record. 

After the match the party was enter- 
tained at, supper by the Hawkesbury team 
who did their utmost to give everybody 
a good time.

HISTORICAL CLUB 

On Thursday, Jan. 6, the Historical, 
Society was favored with two very inter- 
esting papers.

the many conflicting theories as to the ori- 
gin of the Kedmen and Esquimaux. Both 
gentlemen used maps freely an excellent 
custom which we are glad to see has ta- 
ken firm root The discussion was as 
usual, prolonged over the refreshments. 
The Club was glad to have a visitor in 
the person of one of the local rabbis. 

The reporter admits that he came in 
after the first essay had begun, but is that 
any reason why certain members should 
turn up just in time for the refreshments. 



PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 

On Thursday evening January, 14th, 
the first meeting of the McUill Philoso- 
phical society was held in the Royal Vic- 
toria College. The attendance was large, 
and showed the interest that is taken in 
the formation of this new society at Mc- 
Gill, not only by student** and professors 
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of the University, but by outsiders as 
well- 

Principal Peterson presided, and intro- 
duced the speaker of the evening, Profes- 
sor Caldwell, who delivered a lecture on 
the subject "Philosophy and Social 
Evolution n Dr. Caldwell, in beginning, 
said that it was his object to treat of the 
subject, not in a way to interest students 
of Philosophy in the narrower sense on- 
ly, but also those who have but a gene- 
ral interest in it. He showed the prac- 
tical nature of philosophy at the present 
day, and the prominent place it takes in 
making up the science of Sociology. The 
lecturer not only aimed at but also suc- 
ceeded in making the interesting subject 
to all present. 

At the close of the lecture those present 
were invited to a reception given by Mus 
Oakeley, where all thoroughly enjoyed 
themselves. Here Prof. Taylor gave an 
outline of the policy of the society, and 
said that the probable intention was to 
study some book of the year. An invi- 
tation was extended to all to become 
members. 

The next meeting will be held on 
Thursday the 2sth. inst. 



DELTA SIGMA 

The first meeting of the Delta Sigma 
Society for 1<>0-L was held in the Com- 
mon Room of the R. V. C. Monday, Jan. 
11th. The programme consisted of an. 
Inter-year debate between Juniors and 
Freshmen. 

The subject of debate was as follows:— 

" Resolved that domestic labour should 
be organized." 

The Juniors opened the debate by de- 
fining domestic labour and explained the 
nature of the problem. The chief rea- 
sons for the present dissatisfaction on the 
part of servants were three :— The irre- 
gularity as to hours, wages and privileges 
the social stigma attached to the work, 
and the strained relations between mis- 
tress and maid. The only remedy lav in 
the formation of a servants union. The 
advantages of unions in other depart- 



ments of work were pointed out, and 
t he history of trade unions in England 
was traced. It was observed that trade 
unions in England were more fully deve 
loped than in Canada and the United 
States, and in course of time the incon- 
veniences experienced by people in these 
latter countries in connection w ith trade 
unions, would be done away with. A 
servants' union would not govern details 
btit would outline broad, general rules. 
Its chief advantages would be that the 
mistress w ould have to be more systema- 
tic, it would necessitate a standard of 
excellence which would expel from the 
ranks all unskilled labor also there would 
be little inducement to the changing of 
situations. 

The strongest argument put forth by 
the negative was the difference between 
domestic labour and other occupations. 
The cause of trouble lay in the lack of 
sympathy between mistress and maid, 
and this would not be remedied by any 
stiff code of laws. Individual effort must 
be tried, and the reform be gradual but 
lasting. All the disadvantages of a union 
were pointed out, the chief of which 
were that the servants would lose indivi- 
duality, and that the union would tyran- 
nize. As long as woman took an interest 
in woman, iet no labour union come in. 

The judges gave the decision in favour 
of the affirmative, on the ground that the 
negative had not sufficiently emphasized 
their strongest arguments. Miss ( >akeley 
on behalf of the judges, congratulated 
both sides on the high character of the 
debate, and remarked that the reputation 
of the Juniors in debating was such that 
no one need feel it a disgrace to be beaten 
by them. 

The affirmative was supported by Miss 
Klla Smith, and Miss. Bowman '05, and 
the negative by Miss. Couture, and Mid& 
Wisdom '07. 

This being the last of the Inter.year 
debates, the Juniors hold the champion- 
ship for the year. They have the con- 
gratulations of the College on their suc- 
cess.

Tbe object of the College course is thus to give the cadet* 
a training wbicb shall thoroughly equip them for either 
a military or civil career.
